Havana, April 29,—Tile plan of a 
Cuban standing army of 12,fido men its 
Suggested by the general staff of the 
American army is most attractive to

which Is fond of the gold lace and re­ 
galia of Spanish-American armies. But 
among the conservative elements the 
plan excites really less interest th a n 
♦he preceding one to recruit the rural 
guard up to 12,<»<»0 n u n . 
The latter plan was vigorously o p ­ 
posed even by the Liberals, who it 
was supposed would have ju mped at 
the 
opportunity opened 
by such 
a 
lavish distribution of patronage, and 
while the standing a rm y schem e evi­ 
dently has been fram ed to m eet their 
objections the apparent Impossibility 
of this accomplishment has caused it 
to be received with something very 
like derision. 
Governor Ma.goon, who has not yet 
benn advised of any intention of th e 
war donartrpent to adopt the elaborate 
p rogram m e of the general staff, does 
not believe it possible to recruit in the 
Island or 
Cuba 12,000 soldiers 
who 
shall come up to the standard of the 
United States 
army. 
This 
view is 
fully shared by Cubans experienced 
In military affairs, who point out th at 
the United States today has such dif­ 
ficulty 
In obtaining 
satisfactory r e ­ 
cruits for its r o t a t i v e l y small e s ta b ­ 
lishment of 00,000 m en that It cannot 
keep the ranks of the arm y of pacifica­ 
tion even reasonably full.

proportion to population,

Where, it

W hile it is true that Cuba is richer 
in colonels than Kentucky and rivals 
Haiti in the m a tte r of generals, few j 
of these warriors have any knowledge J 
of military tactics other th an those of 
the 
bush. 
To Insure

trained officers a military academy, a ; 
Cuban W est Point, they 
say, Is In­ 
dispensable. 
Still more serious objections to the 
scheme are that it at once imposes on 
the republic the double 
burden of a 
huge 
m ilitary establishment, 
which 
will absorb at least one-third of tho 
revenues, and 
diminution of 
the al­ 
ready thin ranks of labor by just so 
m any men as are called upon to bear 
arms.

Registry Tax M easure W hich 
Goes 


Into E ffect April 30 


As a 1 result of the adoption of the 
m ortgage registration tax law by the 
Minnesota legislature, tho work 
in tho 
office of the county treasurer will be in­ 
creased after April .‘IO. 
In brief, the mortgage tax law will en ­ 
able! holders of mortgages recorded and 
taxed on a basis of one half of I p e rc e n t 
instead of paying the regular personal 
property"assessment on mortgages. T he 
recording of mortgages u nder the new 
law will be optional with the present 
holders of mortgages, but after April .‘IO 
all new mortgages m ust be recorded and 
taxed under the new law. 
T h e law provides th a t all mortgages 
now of record held 
by residents of the 
county, adm inistrators or 
guardians, 
can be presented to the county treasurer 
on or after April 30 and on payment of 
one half of I per cent tax the receipt for 
tho tax will bo stam ped on the m o rt­ 
gage. 
T h e mortgage may then be pre­ 
sented to the the register of deeds, who 
will be required to note on the margin 
t h a t the mortgage registration tax 
has 
been paid. 
This will exem pt the m o rt­ 
gage from"f u rth e r taxation. 
T h e ta x 
received 
from mortgage registrations 
m ust bo distributed the same as the tax 
on the real estate on which the m o rt­ 
gage is given.
